| Substantial Majority of Subscribers 


Favor Elimination of Toll Charge 


Fortified by a postal card vote 
showed 60 percent of the 
voting subscribers in favor of 
eliminating the present five-cent 
telephone toll charge to Lawrence, 
a large number of local residents 
yesterday urged the ‘State Depart- 
ment of Public Utilities to take 
the present narrow limitations off 
Andover service. Some 40 to 50 
people attended the hearing at the 
State House. 

It was reported that out of 1685 
subscribers in Andover 1608 votes 
had been secured, and of these 957 
were in favor of eliminating the 
toll charge and thus paying a high- 
er basic rate while 651 were 
against such an exchange. In other 
words 60 percent of those voting 
or 57 percent of the estimated 
humber of subscribers are in favor 
of the change. 


It was emphasized by those pro- 
posing the change that the identity 
of Andover should not be lost, and 
the only person to voice opposition, 
Henry S, Hopper, stated that he 
would not oppose if the Andover 
designation were stilk retained, 
Provided that a majority of An- 
dover subscribers wanted it. 

Many facts were brought out by 
the several speakers under the 
capable management of Attorney 
Joseph Hargedon. It was pointed 
Out that when Andover lost its un- 
limited service to Lawrence in 
1925, its rate-was reduced 12% to 17 
percent, while the number of tele- 
phones that it was allowed to make 
inlimited contact with was re- 
duced 90 percent. 

The hearing was the climax of 
weeks of preparation by local citi- 
2°ns who have conducted a postal 
card poll on the subject. A letter 
was sent out telling what the rate 
set-up would be with the proposed 
change, with the postal card ac- 
companying this letter. A large

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number of cards were returned, 
and last week Mrs. Moss was en- 
gaged to telephone the remaining 
subscribers in order to get a com- 
plete vote.

Out With The Nickel Toll 


The question of whether or not 
the town of Andover should have 
unlimited telephone service to 
Lawrence has in the past offered 
its complexities. Certainly it 
would have been unfair to urge 
that this change be made, and it 
would have been misrepresentation 
for town officials to have told the 
Department of Public Utilities that 
the town would be willing to pay a 
flat sum extra every month in- 
stead of the present five-cent-per- 
call charge to Lawrence. 

But now definitely, this change 
should be urged and the town of- 
ficials should use every means that 
they have to convince the Depart- 
ment of Public Utilities that the 
elimination of the toll charge is 
what Andover wants. For now we 
do know that the majority of tele- 
phone subscribers want the five- 
cent toll eliminated, even if it does 
mean paying fifty cents extra on 
the base rate each month. If the 
majority had shown that it wished 
to retain the present rate schedule, 
it would be the town paper’s duty 
and the town officials’ duty to urge 
that no change be made. 

Yesterday the Department of 
Public Utilities was told by local 
citizens what the recent postal card 
poll showed Andover’s telephone 
subscribers wanted. 

The case was very well present- 
ed by these private citizens, al- 
though unfortunately no Andover 
district representative or town of- 
ficial showed up despite the fact 
that it was a question in which 
some 1600 Andover people had 
voted. 


Everyone listed in the telephone 
directory was sent a letter by this 
private committee. In all 1608 
votes were obtained, with 957 vot- 
ing for eliminating the toll charge 
and 651 voting against it. Ob- 
viously a vote in which 50 percent 
more vote one way than the other 
can only mean one thing, and that 
is that a substantial majority of 
Andover residents prefer the un- 
limited service to Lawrence. In 
the past the commission has un- 
fortunately ruled in effect that 
those who didn’t send in their 
votes did not want a change. This 
postal card ballot gave everyone 
a chance to vote “Yes” or “No,” 
and anyone who didn’t vote can be 
assumed fairly to be just not in- 
terested which way it goes; cer- 
tainly it cannot be said that if 
you're not interested enough to 
vote you want things to remain the 
same. If you’re given two choices 
and don’t make a choice, it means 
you don’t care, that you’ll be satis- 
fied with either, and therefore the 
commission should rule the way 
that the majority of those who do 
care have voted. 


The only doubt expressed at the 
hearing was a feeling from one 
source that Andover might lose its 
“identity” were it to have unlimit- 
ed service to Lawrence. No one 
need worry about this. Before 1925 
Andover had unlimited service, and 
Andover’s “identity” is not a prod- 
uct of the years since 1925. An- 
dover has been building up its 
identity for a long, long time, and 
it’s going to take more than the 
absence of a five-cent-toll charge 
to do away with that identity.

Survey Schools’ 


Guidance Programs 


Edward C. Manning, guidance 
counselor at Punchard High 
School, spent last Thursday and 
Friday observing the administra- 
tion of guidance departments in 
several school systems which have 
an established reputation for this 
work. The communities visited 
were Middletown, Bristol, Hamden 
and Greenwich in Connecticut and 
New Rochelle in New York. 


Mr. Manning was accompanied 
by John A. Brodhead of Andover, 
formerly director of New Haven 
Y. M. C. A. Junior College, and Dr. 
J. Warren Tilton, professor of psy- 
chology in the Yale School of Edu- 
cation. Mr. Brodhead has been 
serving as a voluntary adviser in 
the development of the Andover 
guidance program. Dr. Tilton is 
engaged in a school survey for sey- 
eral New Jersey communities and 
is comparing the better practices in 
guidance, 

Much valuable information was 
obtained, and the local school peo- 
ple were gratified to find that their 
own plans matched those of other 
schools in most respects. Mr. Man- 
ning stated that the strongest 
single impression to be gained 
from such a survey is that every 
guidance program must vary with 
the community in which it op- 
erates,

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League Discusses 


National Defense 

A beautiful day greeted the 
league memibers last Wednesday 
when they theld their annual meet- 
ing at Phillips Academy Log Cabin. 
After a picnic luncheon the meet- 
ing was called to order ‘by the Presi- 
dent Mrs. John Little. She praised 
the committees for their work on 
the lecture-recital and spoke of its 
tremendous success. Mrs. Little 
then introduced Miss Putnam of 
the public library who gave a most 
vivid story on the Book Bus dem- 
onstration. She called it a “legiti- 
mate extension of library service” 
and pointed out the fact that it 
was an inexpensive and economical 
way to serve the people who are 
unable, or too timid, to use the 
main ‘library. 'Miss Putnam alsio 
gave proof of its tying in with the 
Americanization group and of. its 
great value to these particular 
people. 

Mrs. Little then introduced Mrs. 
Alan Morse, State chairman of 
Hconomic Welfare, who came in 
Mrs. Huley’s place, 

Mrs. (Morse discussed the League 
and National Defense. She said we 
must think and speak of complete 
and total defense, ivery person 
must be equipped morally and 
physically to work on this huge 
program. We must actively partici- 
pate in the total welfare of our 
country. 

The protection of the consumer 
is now of vital importance, she said, 
We have a right to know why 
prices are raised. At tihe present 
there is a great supply of food- 
stuffs and there is no reason for 
undue sky rocketing. The new Con- 
sumer (Division in Washington is 


now organized so as to protect us 
from unfair advertising and many 
of the injustices of the last war. 

One of the most important fac- 
tors in our defense today is good 
health and milk is so important to 
our well being, Mrs. ‘Morse said. If 
the price of milk could be lowered 
all income groups could afford milk 
in quantities. Canned milk con- 
sumption has increased with the 
raising of milk prices ‘which proves 
the point. The great numbers of 
men refused in the conscription 
‘brings us up sharply with the fact 
that we lack something vital in our 
public health. Britain’s nutrition 
program has already shown us Eng- 
lish general health is far superior 
to ours. 

The Interstate trade barifers, 
She said, are of great interest to 
general welfare. The more barriers, 
the more disunion. Mrs. Morse 
went on to say the defense hous- 
ing was one of the most serious 
situations and unless properly or- 
ganized will eventually lead to the 
government’s taking charge. 
Massachusetts has no state hous- 
ing committee and because of lack 
of system the effects will be felt 
not only by the workers and their 
families, but in the communities 
where production is fast on the 
increase. We should have a coun- 
cil, and with great cooperation, it 
would take care of the present and 
also long range planning after this 
emergency is over, 

Collective bargaining is one of 
the fundamental rights we have. 
Labor is one of the completely 
participating items in the National 
Defense. Under civil liberties 
heading we must use calm, good, 
sound judgment, she advised. : 

In closing Mrs. Morse said we 
must lift the level in standards of 
living, make the democratic sys- 
tem worth fighting for and do more 
to make it work. 

Mrs. ‘Baldwin discussed in an in- 
formal way with the entire group, 
the new state program. 


Defense Savings Bonds 
To Go On Sale 


The United States Defense Sav- 
ings Bonds and Postal Savings 
Stamps wi!l be placed on sale in 
the Andover Post Office at the 
opening of business on Thursday, 
May 1, as part of the national effort 
to make America impregnable. 

Postmaster McDonald announced 
today that plans are nearly com- 
pleted for this community to do its 
full part at the opening of the savy- 
ings program. 

A Defense Bond may be pur- 
chased May 1, or thereafter, for 
$18.75. In ten years, this bond will 
be worth $25.00. ‘This is an increase 
of 33 1-3 per cent, equal to an an- 
nual interest return of 2.9 per cent, 
compounded semi-annually. Any 
time after sixity days from the date 
of purchase, the jbond may be re- 
deemed for cash, in accordance 
with a table of redemption values 
printed on the face of the bond. 


To spread investments widely 
among all the people in America, a 
limit of $5,000 has been set on the 
amount of these bonds to ‘be bought 
by any one person in one year. 
The ‘bonds are in denominations of 
$25, $50, $100, $500 and $1,000, all 
of which are sold for 75 per cent of 
their maturity value and all of 
which mature in ten years, 

For larger investors who can af- 
ford to purchase up to $50,000 
worth of bonds a year, the Treas- 
ury Department has issued two ad- 
ditional kinds of Defense Savings 


Bonds, but these will be sold only 
through ‘banks and by direct mail 
from Washington, D, ©. They are 
intended for associations, trustees 
and corporations, as well as indi- 
vidual purchasers. 

For the smaller investor who 
wants to buy a Government Bond 
on an easy payment plan, the Dost 
office will have a new series of 
Postal Savings Stamps, at 10¢, 25¢, 
50c, $1, and $5,
